Pilot John Amazeen Tells How It Hap- 


pened. 


Regarding the slight mishap to the 


United States auxiliary cruiser Panther 
on her way out of this harbor Saturday 
afternoon, perhaps no one knows better 
how the accident happened than Pilot 
John Amazeen of Newcastle, who was 
in charge of the vessel at that time 


To a Herald representative Pilot 


Amazeen gave his version of the acci- 
dent and also exploded several ugly ru- 
mors that have been 
going around 


town. 


The Yessel left the navy yard a little 


after twelve o'clock noon, and without 
the slightest trouble swung away from 
the dock and headed down river as 
prettily as one could wish. It was a 
handsome sight as the big cruiser was 
fairly bristling with guns and was right 
in her war paint. 
But to go on in the 


pilot's own words he said, "I 
would 


choose the same time of tidefwhether by 
day or in the darkest night, to taKe any 
vessel out no matter what her tonnage. 
All went well until we were opposite 
Marvin's island and there was a terri 
ble nasty northeast wind howling up 
through there and the minute the Pau 
ther stuck her bow around the point 
the wind struck her on the port side 
with great force. 
The craft was of very 


light draft, only drawing thirteen feet 
at the bow and fourteen and one-half at 
the stern, and is very high out of the 
water. I gave the order to throw the 
wheel over and also gave the vessel the 
accustomed opeed used in rounding the 
point but it was quickly evident that 
she was not minding her helm. The 
wiud blew so bard that instead of 
rounding as she ought the vessel kept 
rifc'ht ahead pointing towards Marvin's 
inland. I bhouted to Captain Baiter 
that she wouldn't go round and gave 
the order to back her full tilt, besides 
ordering them to let go one of the bow 
anchors, but it was too late and the ves- 
sel ran bow on and slowly swung round 
on the mud flata of Marvin's island. 
When the tide rose a little she easily 
backed off without a particle of injury 
being done and steamed quickly to 
sea." 


Pilot Amazeeu wishes it to be dis- 


tinctly understood that he was in 
full 


chargB of the vessel on her way out and 
every order he gave was faithfully exe- 
cuted by the crew on board. 
He fur 


ther said Captain Kaiter treated him 
finely and attaches no blame whatever 
to him but said the accident could not 
possibly have bcsn averted under the 
circumstances. 


There was also some tilk on board 


the Panther that 
her steering gear 


would not work and the executive officer 
give orders to have it examined. 
Pilot 


Amazeen said he did not learn the out- 
come of the investigation to this most 
vital part of the vessel's machinery. 


During the time Pilot Amazeen has 


been doing business on this river, he has 
taken up and down through the nar- 
rows over one thousand steam vessel?, 
most of them as large and of greater 
tonnage than the Panther,und this is the 
first time any vessel under his charge 
has run ashore, and he claims it would 
not have happened this tirna if the vas- 
sel had been loaded deeper or the wiud 


not been blowing so hard.
